OTTAWA,  Jan.  2 — Official  announce-

Th«  new  drydock  will  be  ],160'  feet 
long,  and  wlU  have  120'  feet  dear 
enirancCi  it  win  nsaTC  vt  reet  qeptn 
on  the 'sitr at  ordinary  high  wa^er,  and 
■win  have  30  feet  depth  at  the-  ap- 
proach. The  plina  are  being  made 
with  a  view  to  the  tttture,  And  it  1* 
oxpectod  tha^  the  new  docUs  wtti  tk 
on  a  sufrtClent  larjse  scale  to  ac- 
coninioiiate  the  bigseKt  vcascls  that 
•marine  ami  naval  architects  wlH  i1p- 
clde  upon. 

The  annouiiccinuiit  is  regarded  here 
as  havi.ne  eonsUlc'ratjle  si(gnificance, 
as  it  is  belirvtil  iluit  the  Government, 
in  building  iliis  dock,  is  carrying  <>ut 
ono  feature  of  the  Eord'on  naval 
policy.  In  fact,  Premier  Borden,  in 
his  speech  lii  Parlianient  last  session, 
intimated'  that  the  building  of  dry- 
.locUs  on  boili  liu-  .\tlantic  and  Pacific 
Coasts  woulil  be  a  portion  of  his  per- 
manent naval  policy.  It  will  take  sev- 
pral  montlis  to  prepare  the  plans,  so/ 
that  it  is  not  likply  that  tenders  Will 
be   called    for  until    the   Spring.

Victoria    Stirred    With    Enthusiasm    at    Good   A/e

That  January  i,  1914,  has  been 'fixe«3  as  a  red  letter  da\  in  the  history  of  the  capital  city  of 
British  Columbia,  was  conceded  by  a  jubilant  public  yesterd-ay  upon  perusing  the  announcement 
of  Yarrow's  purchase  of  the  works  bf  the  B.  C.  Marine  Railway  Co.,  at  Esquimalt.  No  announce- 
ment of  recent  date  has  evoked  so  much  interest  and  enthusiasm  as  that  contained  in  the  New- 
Year  issue  of  The  Colonist,  and  that  the  general  feeling-  was  no  mere  evanescent  fluttering,  biit 
a  glowing-  deliberative  realization  of  the  consequences  of  the  transaction,  is^borne  out  by  the  fact 
that  the  longer  the  subject  wa.s  pondered  the  deeper  became  the  conviction  of  its  sterling  worth  in 
relation  to  the  future  of  the  city. 

"The  signiticahce  of  the  announcement  -Aas  irrasped  immeduitely,  but  it  was  only  aikr  mature 
reflection  that  the  full  vista  of  possibilities  connected  therewith  came  into  focus.  In  the  first  blush 
of  excitement  men  talked  in  generalities  of  the  boon  vvhich  it  means, for  the  city,  but  later  on  the 
various  aspects,  all  of  tremendous  importance,  began  to  assume  form,  and  it  is  safe  to  sav  no  sub- 
ject was  ever  more  widely  discussed  in  Victoria  than  was  "the  conii::g  of  Yarrows."

The  subject  was  viewed  from  all  angles  and  preserved  its  per- 
fect poise  all  round.  Realizing  .something  of  the  interest  takeii  publicly  in  the  matter,  and  having 
already  interpreted  the  significance  of  the  news.  The  Colonist  took  the  opportunity  yesterday  of 
gathering  impressions  from  a  number  of  citizens  relative  to  the  new  condition  of  things  created 
by  the  advent  of  the  Yarrow.s.

The  high  wind  that  prevailed 
militated  against  good  golf,  and  kept 
some  of  the  contestants  away,  but 
under,  thfe  , circumstances  the  tournament 
was  highly  succes.sful,  and  man\-  of  the 
performances   very   creditable. 

From  lime  to  time  ever  since  golf 
has  existed,  there  have  sprung  up  agi- 
tations, or  rather  suggestions,  from  poor 
putters  to  have  the  size  of  the  hole  In- 
creased from  4  1-4  inches  to  4  1-2,  dr  5 
and  even  6  inches,  t^f  course,  such  a 
change  would  be  sulciilal  to  the  chief 
Interest  In  the  game  between  real  golf- 
ers, says  "Straight  Drive,"  for  the  mcst 
Important  matches  between  players  of 
the  same  class  usually  turn  on  tho 
question  of  which  of  the  two  is  tho 
best  putter.  This  was  notably  so  In 
tlm  victory  Walter  J.  Travis  achiev<>(l 
In  tho  British  championship  in  1904. 
Many  of  the  contestants  were  longer 
from  the  tee  arnd  through  the  green,  but 
Travis  putted  throughout  with  deadly, 
unrivalled   precision. 

As  being  contrary  to  "Straight 
Drive's"  opinion,  the  following  /roni 
The   Liverpool    Courier   is    interesting: 

"I  have  lately  become  a  convert  to 
the  theory  which  has  been  brought 
forward  in  certain  quarters  that  too 
great  a  premium  is  placed  on  putting, 
and  that  some  Ulr>d  of  a  remedy  Is 
necessary  to  make  putting  easier.  My 
Idea  Is  that  the  liole  at  present  Is  too 
small  and  should  be  one-quarter  or 
one-half  an  Inch  larger. 

"From  a  missed  drive,  brassoy  or 
Iron  a  recovery  is  always  possible,  but 
a  missed  putt  is  ab.solutely  fatal.  If 
the  size  of  the  hole  was  made  larger 
it  would  reduce  the  advantage  of  a 
good  putter'to  a  certain  extent.  U  hap-, 
pens  over  and  over  again  that  ono 
player  will  completely  outi>lay  another 
at  one  hole  right  up  to  the  green,  yet 
will  only  halye  or  perhaps  lose  the  hole 
by  rea.-jon  of  a  .long  putt  on  the  one 
hand  or  a  poor  i»utt  on  tho  other.  The 
only  skill  on  the  putting  green  to  my 
mind  comes  with  the  negotiation  of  a 
'curly'    putt   or   of  a   atlmle."
